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EVIDENCE OF 


INTERFERENCE 


PART TWO 
By Bob, K7QXG 


L* month I reviewed three kinds of evidence that is 
often gathered in the course of trying to establish the 
identity of someone responsible for willful interference.This 
month I’ll discuss one type of evidence that leads you to the 
culprit. 


TRIANGULATION: This is the most common and best 
known form of evidence that leads to the person creating the 
interference. However, to have value as evidence, the per- 
sons doing the triangulation should have some expertise and 
experience to be accepted as credible witnesses at court time. 
Let’s look at documenting both the triangulation and the 
“trian-gulateees.” 


Hopefully the offending station will remain on the air long 
enough for our team of experts to pinpoint his location on a 
map. It is highly desirable that notes be made during the 
process. The notes should include: the expert’s location at 
the time he took various readings of the offending signal; the 
direction the signal was coming from; and any other data 
that may be pertinent. The better you document, in writing, 
detailing the process you went through to locate the offender, 
the stronger the evidence and the better your testimony will 
be at a hearing or in court. 


Never indicate a direction that the signal is coming from by 
writing something like “I was standing near TV highway and 
his signal was coming from someplace by Intel.” Record your 
location, i.e., the intersection of SW 198” and TV Highway. 
Record the direction of the offenders signal by stating “It was 
al its strongest with my directional antenna pointed at 235 
degrees.” (This raises another challenge — was your compass 
corrected for declination?. If yes, how much?) Once you have 
the offender’s location in your triangulation cross-hairs, state 
how you established, beyond a reasonable doubt, that the 
signal was being emitted from within the location. Did you 
confront the suspect? What was his response? Have you ever 
ppinpointed this location in prior triangulation searches?

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ow often, and what were the circumstances? 


Document how many experts were involved in the search. A “ 


common report should list all persons involved in the search for 
the offender, along with their call sign, if any. List their creden- 
tials and experience, i.e., the number of times they have in this 
type of activity, or any similar activity. Be sure you mention the 
number of years they have been licensed as an amateur and any 
degrees they may have in the field of electronics. 


There are many aspects of triangulation, too numerous to men- 
tion, that could be discussed in this column, but their key element 
is to document the process used to locate the offender. 


As for the expertise of those involved, anyone will do if they 
know how to use their equipment and do it efficiently. Even 
experience on “bunny hunts” will work in your favor. However, 
when court day rolls around, those persons with meager experi- 
ence can expect to be hammered by the defendant’s attorney. 
You should also be prepared to be opposed by the defendant’s 
own “expert.” This individual is usually anyone the defendant 
can find who will sound good on the witness stand. regardless of 
the validity of his credentials. These kinds of “expert” witnesses 
are usually referred to as “Hired Guns.” I’ve encountered individ- 
uals like this in my own field of expertise more than a few times. 


PIN MAPS: You see the police use them a lot. You should use 


them too. They may not be too valuable as evidence, but as an * 


investigative tool they are excellent and may help you second- 
guess the offender’s pattern of operation. Often they simplify the 
task of triangulation. 


CONFRONTATION: I think I will save this for another issue. 
This is a very complex area. If you are going to confront 
someone, and accuse them of deliberate interference, you better 
have your act together. The basic cardinal rule is that vou 
NEVER DO IT ALONE. 


If there is sufficient interest. I’ll cover Confrontation and Vigi- 
lante Justice in a final article in the March issue. This may be 
very timely because of an aggravated case now taking place in the 


Portland metropolitan area.
